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General  Comments 


This  proposed  facility  is  a presently  established  junk  vehicle 
storage  site  approximately  1.25  acres  in  size  in  the  Town  of  Marion, 

Montana.  Marion  is  a small  rural  community  west  of  Kalispell  approxi- 
mately 1 mile  off  U.S.  Highway  2.  The  facility  doesn't  appear  to  be  an 
aggressively  operated  salvage  parts  business  but  rather  a storage  facility 
for  vehicles  utilized  for  supplemental  income  through  casual  repair  or 
metals  salvaging. 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule  requires  that 
such  facilities  be  licensed  annually  with  this  department.  A requirement 
of  licensure  is  that  all  such  facilities  must  be  screened  such  that  vehicle 
inventory  is  not  visible  from  public  roads.  Presently,  the  north  and 
northeast  sides  of  the  facility  are  screened  by  natural  vegetation.  A 
moderately  dense  stand  of  large  evergreen  trees  effectively  screens  these 
two  areas.  The  south  portion  of  the  east  side  is  only  partially  screened 
with  a combination  of  standing  timber  and  buildings  but  a portion  of  the 
yard  is  visible  from  the  public  road  to  the  south.  Some  additional  - 
screening  will  be  necessary  on  this  side  of  the  facility  near  the  gate 
access.  The  south  side  of  the  facility  is  properly  screened  from  the 
road  by  a well  constructed  galvanized  metal  fence  and  adjacent  buildings. 

The  west  portion  of  the  facility  was  fully  unscreened  at  the  time  of  inspec- 
tion. A shielding  fence  will  need  to  be  constructed  along  the  entire  west 
boundary  of  the  facility. 

Except  for  the  west  perimeter  and  a small  portion  of  the  southeast 
side  near  the  gate  and  shop,  the  facility  is  adequately  shielded.  A 
license  may  not  be  issued  until  and  unless  the  remaining  above-mentioned 
areas  are  properly  screened  from  view  in  accordance  with  ARM,  Section 
16.14.202. 

A motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  established  at  this  location  will 
not  violate  any  locally  adopted  land  use  zoning  ordinances  according  to 
the  Flathead  County  Zoning  administrator.  This  area  of  Flathead  County 
is  not  zoned. 

Motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  are  generally  considered  to  be 
heavy  commercial  or  industrial  land  use  businesses.  The  impact  on  in- 
dustrial or  commercial  activity  in  the  Marion  area  resulting  from  this 
action  is  expected  to  be  minimal.  The  physical  size  of  the  operation 
limits  the  amount  of  activity  and,  as  previously  stated,  this  facility 
is  not  presently  being  aggressively  operated. 

Motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  require  a varying  degree  of  govern- 
mental services  in  the  form  of  periodic  routine  field  inspections  by  state 
and  local  junk  vehicle  program  officials  to  assure  that  they  are  being  main- 
tained and  operated  in  compliance  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal 
law  and  rule.  Facilities  which  are  properly  maintained  and  operated  require 
a minimal  effort.  Those  which  are  continuously  out  of  compliance  with 
the  shielding  requirements  may  require  a considerable  administrative  and/or 
judicial  effort  to  correct  violations  of  law.
